In New York oity the salaries ar 
higher tban anywhere else, partly be- 
cause of the superior standard of pro- 
ficiency and partly bceauae the cost of 
living ia greater here than in any ot 
large oity. One editor in ehief baa 
same salary aa the President ot 
United Slates. 950,000 per year, and 
others receive from #10,000 to $12,000, 
or more than members of tbe cabinet. 
Managing editors are paid from SIM to 
tlUper week, or better eompenaation 
tban that ot Senators and Repreaenta- 
tivea iu Oongreas. Sditorial writers 
get from S50 to 875 per week, as a rule, 
and in oaaea of rare ability, as much as 
the average salary of a managing 
tor. City editors receive from i 
$75 per week and in a few instances 
$100. The pay of news editora is about 
equal to that of eity editors. 

Literary, theatrical, aod musical 
critics average $50 per week. Copy 
readers are paid from $40 to $45 per 
week. Reporters earn all the way from 
#15 to HJ per week, with an averaj 
$40, and apace writers of particular 
talent bave been known to make ai 
much as $125 per week, thongb th. 
limitation of b.pica aud the pressure ol
